BY WALKE 


State Commissioner of Build- 
ing and Loans Hoist by 
His Own Petard. 


His .Appotntment to Public 
Office Is Credited Entirely 
to Senator Black. | 


Amazing Disclosures in Con- 
nection With Palo Alto 
Shortage. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMMS.) 
AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Set 25.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The name of State 

Senator Marshall Black, secretary of 
the Palo Alto Buflding and Loan As- 
sociation, was intimately sssociated 
with the Continental Building and 
Loan Association of this city immédi- 
ately after Commissioner Walker 
closed it in August, declaring it to be 
insolvent and having a deficit of $318,- 
000. 

During the first few days follows 
the closing of the doors by the Con- 
tinental by Walker, the latter made 
mention of the mame of his fellow- 
Senator and political colleague, 
Black, as a possible receiver who 
would be appointed to liquidate the 
Continental. 

WALKER LANDED. 

Tt was largely through the !mpor- 
tuning of Gov. Johnson by Senator 
Biack that Walker was appointed 
State Building and Iean Commis 
sioner, and it has -been rumored 
Walker felt under obligation to Black 
for the appointment. 

Both Walker and Black served 
side by side th®ough several terms in 
the Legislature, and their long polit-. 
ical allegiance was fever straified by 
any differences or breaches of faith. 
Each has always assisted the other in 
the carrying out of such plang as 
needed co-operation. 

IN THE LEGISLATURE. 

Both were in the Legislature in 
1904, Walker In the Assembly and 
Black in the Senate, when the scandal 
broke In connection with the Contil- 
nental investigation by the Senate, and 
four Senators were charged with ac- 
cepting bribes in return for “protec- 
tion” to other building and loan asso- 
ciations. 

Gavin McNab, who was largely re- 
sponsible for the denouement tn the 
Senate and who has been the leading 
figure in the Continental's fight 
against the action of Walker, has int!- 
mated on a number of occasions that 
trouble had been expected from 
Walker. 

In the early part of the struggie tn 
August between Walker and the Con- 
tinental, McNab sald he had been 
warned that Walker was planning to 
take over the Continental. At the 
game time, McNab said it was sug- 
gested to him that William Corbin 
should be ousted as secretary and that , 
Black would make a worthy succes- 
sor who might be able to avert any 
impending trouble with the State au- 
thorities. 

It is also rumored that Walker ex- 
hibited a marked antipathy in the be- 
ginning to making public any of the 
facts surrounding the $100,000 deficit 
in the Palo Alto tnatitution, for which 
his political colleague, Black, is 
blamed by the directors. 


BDACK OONFESSES. 
TELLS HOW HE DID IT. 
DIRECT WIRE TO Times.) 


PALO ALTO (Cal) Sept. 35.— 
{[Exclustve Dispatch.) “I am legally 
responsible for the present condition 
of the Palo Alto Mutual Building and 
Loan Association, but the association 
itself is solvent. The assets of the 
Palo Alto Mutual Building and Loan 
Agsociation are in good condition. If 
the properties deeded to the company 
are carefully handled, there is no 
question that the amount realized 
from them will be considerably larg- 
er than any deficiency which is 
claimed to exist. The total assets 
of the various corporations which I 
have organized and managed exceed 
$1,300,000 and all are perfectly 
solvent. No depositor or investor will 
lose cent” 

The foregoing statement was given 
out by State Senator Marshall Black 
at his home in Palo Alto this after-. 
noon. 

HAGGARD AND WORN. 

Haggard and worn, with the ap- 
pearance of having spent a sleepless 
night, State Senator Black, who is di. 
rectly accused by the directors of the 
Palo Alto Mutual Building and Loan 
Association of embezziement, this 
morning made a verba) confeasion. 

“I am legally guilty for the present 
condition of affairs in the associa- 
tion,” said the down-cast Senator. “1 
have turned over all my assets to the 
company. These amount in the ag- 
sregate to about $1,300,000. My per- 
sonal property is valued at about 
$100,000.”

TRANSFERRED THE FUNDS. 

“I transferred the funds from one 
account to another of the six of which 
I am manager and which I handled 
from the office of the Palo Alto Build- 
ing and Loan Association,” admitted 
Black in the course of his morning 
interview. 

“Then you practically lent the 
money?” he was asked. 

“Yes,” answered the Senator. 

The companies of which the Sena- 
tor made reference are: Palo-Alto 
Mutual Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, the Alta Mesa Cemetery Com- 
pany, the Fraternity Hall Association, 
the Palo-Alto Investment Company, 
the Cressey Colony Company and the 
Marshall Black Investment Company. 

It is stated here tonight that ac- 
cording to the incorporation papers of 
the Alta Mesa Cemetery Company, 
one-third of all moneys recetved there 
were to go toward a sinking fund which 
was to provide for the upkeep of tho 
cemetery premises. According to this 
there should be about $15,000 on 
hand, but this fs entirely lacking. 

CLAIMS FOR WAGES. 

Today cemetery workmen who have 
not recently been able to obtain their 
Day filed claims to obtain batk wages, 
which they say they have coming to 
them.

thirteen true Republicans bolted the 
convention this afternoon and held a 
convention of their own. The bolt 
came when the convention, by a vote 
of 88 to 14, adopted a resoluticn re- 
pudiating the action of the Republic- 
an National Convention and indorsing 
Roosevelt for President. The conven-— 
tion a few minutes before adopted the 
report of the Committee on Presiden- 
tial Electors indorsing the thirteen 
Presidential electors (named by Liss- 
ner-Finta end Rowell,) to vote for 
Roosevelt and Johnson. Assemblyman 
Schmitt of San Francisco offered & 
substitute report pledging the con- 
vention to fndorse Taft and Sherman. 
Presidential electors, but on motion 
of Senator Lesile Hewitt of Los An- 
geles it was voted down. . 
The thirteen loyal Republitans 
walked out of the Senate chambers 
after the vote had n announced 
and assembled in No. 101. on

DRAMATIC SCENES. 

The walk-out of thirteen Taft dele- 

gates was attended by dramatic scenes 
never before witnessed in a political 
convention In the history of Califor- 
nia. Senators Wolfe and Wright, lead- 
ers of the Taft forces, pleaded with 
the third-term delegates to assert 
their manhood and patriotism and 
vote for Presidential electors favor- 
ing Taft and Sherman, the Republican 
nominees and the candidates of the 
party they had given oath to support 
in the coming November election. 
Their appeals were met with hoots 
and cat-calls from the Lissner-Finn 
puppets, who sat back in their seas 
and roared with laughter when told 
that they would violate e written 
law and break solemn oaths sworn 
to Mm their affidavits if they voted 
for Presidential electors favoring any 
other candidates than Taft and Sher- 
man. 
The Bull Moosers tried by fine-spun 
Parliamentary methods to have the 
convention adjourn without going on 
record as members of a third party, 
but the coup slipped a cog and they 
were forced to come out in the oped 
and show their hand.

SACRAMENTO (Cal.) Sept. 25.— 
The Republican State Convention ad- 
journed its two days’ session at 6 
o’clock this afternoon, after nominat- 
ing thirteen Presidential electors 
pledged to Roosevelt and Johnson, 
adopting a platform promising a con- 
tinuance of sweeping reform legisla- 
tion at the next session of the Legis- 
lature, pledging allegiance to the 
nominees of the national Progressive 
party and appointing a State Central 
Committee. 

SLATE GOES THROUGH. 

The report of the Committee on 
Nominations was submitted by As- 
semblyman Chandler of Fresno. It 
offered the Iist of electoral nomina- 
tions previously agteed upon at the 
caucus of Republican leaders in San 
Francisco as follows: A. J. Wallace, 
Cc. 8. Wheeler, Philip Bancroft, F. C. 
Porter, George C. Pardee, Marsha!! 
Stimson, Frank R. Devlin, Ralph W. 
Bell, R. C. Fernel, John McLaughlin, 
WwW. J. Harris, J. W. Finney and M. A. 
Luce 

SOLEMN LEAVE-TAKING. 

The bolt of the thirteen Taft dele- 
gates who sought the indorsement by 
the convention of the administration 
of President Taft, and the nomina- 
tion of electoral candidates pledged 
to him, occurred, as predicted, when 
@ resolution was adopted, apart from 
the platform, indorsing Theodore 
Roosevelt and Hiram W. Johnson for 
President and Vice-President. 

None of the acrimony of the earlier 
@ebates of the convention appeared 
when the Taft delegates refused 
further to participate in the proceed- | 
ings. In fact, there was a touch of 
solemnity in the leave-taking, when 
Senator Leroy Wright of San Diego 
declared, in a brief address, his in- 
tention of leaving the convention hall 
with his colleagues. Senator Edward 
I. Wolfe of San Francisco, who stood 
with Wright through the convention 
as the leading protagonist of the Taft 
cause, cleared his desk and rose, with 
a bundle of books and papers under 
his arm, as Wright finished. Wolfe 
has served sixteen years in the Sen- 
ate, and is a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. He has, with Wright, fought 
the Progressives in the last two ses- 
sions in a series of debates, at times 
bitter and hostile, but the departure 
of the two men was signalized by ap 

expression of kindly and generous 
feeling by Senator BH. A. Boynton of 

Oroville, Progressive leader in the 

Benate. 


LOOKS FORWARD TO REUNION. 


“TI had hoped thig crisis might be 
averted,” sa Senator .Wright, “but 
there is nothing to do but leave, as 
we cannot recognize this as a Repub- 
lican convention. It is a convention 
of the ve party, pledged to 
the support of that party's national 
nominees. What we are about to do 
will not, I am sure, affect our per- 
sonal relations, and I see the time 
coming when we will meet again and 
march together under the Republican 

standard.”’ 

“We believe that you are taking 
thie action on account of honest dif- 
ferences of opinion,” said Senator 
Boynton, interrupting for a moment 
Wright's remarks, “and no man may 
be condemned for this. I am sure 
there will be no ungenerous expres- 
sion of partisan feeling in this con- 
vention when you leave, and I be- 
lieve I can assure you for the other 
members of the convention that no 
personal ill feeling will be en- 
gendered by your action. We be- 
lieve you will concede to us the same 
hogest motives which we grant you.” 

TAFT CONVENTION. 

There was an exchange of pleas- 
antries as the Taft delegates waiked 
down e aisle and made an unde- 
mo ive exit, to meet immediately 
in another hall of the Capitol bulld- 
ing to organize a separate convention.

AT NEW YORK EXHIBITION.

into articles in indispensable and 
every day use in the temperate zone. 
In the crude rubber section were 
seen huge balls of Para rubber from 
the forests of the Amazon Valley (one 
of these balls weighs 1450 pounds;) } 
crepe and sheet rubber from the plan- 
tations of British Malaya and Ceylon, 
while the exhibits In the section for 
manufactured goods range from rub- 
ber flooring to babies’ feeding bottles 
and from models for museums of 
medicine to door mats. 

BIG DIVIDENDS. 
Cyril Bekendal, delegate of the 

Planters’ Association of British Mala- 
va said: 
“Our organization includes practi- 
cally all the rubber growers of the 
Malaya states and the colony of the 
Straits Settlementa.

CHEAP FARES FOR SETTDERS. 


Homeseekers Get Low Rates for 

Coming Year — Action of Four 

Roads Forces Others Into Line. 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept 25.— {Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) As a result of a series of con- 
ferences, the Rock Island, Denver 
and Rio Grande, Missouri Pacific and 
Western Pacific railroads have decid- 
ed to offer the same homeseekers’ 
fares to points in California during 
1913 that have been in effect this year. 

Several weeks ago an effort was 
made by the Santa Fe and Southern 
Pacific roads to have these special 
fares eliminated. It was pointed out 
at the time that the territory traversed 
by the latter lines is comparatively 
well settled and that a plan for in- 
ducing homeseekers to travel to Call- 
fornia would be less attractive to them 
than to the Western Pacific. The lat- 
ter has been conducting a vigorous 
campaign for some time to bring 
homeseekers to the Pacific Slope. 

The round-trip homeseekers’ fare 
from Chicago to points in Californie 
is $65. The rate from St. Louis is 
$62.50 and from Missouri points, $55. 
Tickets are sold the first and third 
Tuesdays in every month. On ac- 
count of the plan edopted by the Rock 
Island and three other roads it is re- 
garded as certain that all other Itnes 
handling passenger business to cities 
and towns in California will be obliged 
to offer the same special fare.

Sacrifice for Mother. | 


HALF CENTURY 
DISCREPANCY. 


Little Girl Becomes Wife of 
an Old Man. 


Turns Tear-Wet Cheek to 
- Groom to Kiss. 

Clerk Can't Find Way to Pre- 
vent Marnage, 


Sacrificing herself for love of her 
aged mother, little Naomi! Tarwater, 
perhaps 17, possibly 19 years of age, 
of South Pasadena, wealthy as na- 
ture’s gifts go, but poor in worldly 
goods, yesterday became the wife of 
John C. Driver, a rich widower of 
Eldon, Mo., Who is more than half 
a century older. 

The marriage is one of the most

Until Driver arrived a fortnight 
ago to win her she knew nothing of 
the beauty spots of the Bouthland. 
And while taking her on long trips 
with her very soul awakened as they 
wandered through sweet-scented or- 
ange groves, under sunny skies, he 
told her life was but beginning for 
her and urged her to be his. wife. 

To her the full significance of mar- 
riage was not unfolded until she con- 
fided in-her mother.

HUSBAND GAINS LIBERTY, BUT 
BY ACT LOSES WIFF. 
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She Would Divorce Man Who Re- 
trayed Confidence of Deputy Sher- 
iff and Escaped—Her Unusual De- 


/ 

Back of the sult for divorce filed 
yesterday by Mrs. Elaine Benita 
Knapp against Lioyd E. Knapp is a 
story of confidence betrayed after ex- 
traordinary devotion. The charge in 
the complaint is that Knapp com- 
mitted a felony. The devotion is that 
of a young wife, who was willing to 
forget the past and live with her 
husband after he had served his year 
in San Quentin. 

Kuapp was convicted last August 
of forgery. He passed two checks 
on the Hotel Hayward for $5 each, 
and his excuse was that he and his 
wife were starving and he wanted 
the money to buy food. Instead of 
providing for Mrs. Knapp, investiga- 
tion showed, he spent the money at 
a fashionable restaurant for a meal 
for himself. Judge McCormick re- 
fused him probation on a report of 
past misdeeds, and sentenced him to 
San Quentin. 

‘ While Deputy Sheriff Keym had 
Knapp in custody at the Palace Ho- 
tel, San Francisco, his prisoner asked 
permission to telephone. Knapp 
slipped Into a booth near by and has 
not been seen since. During his con- 
finement in the County Jail, Mrs. 
Knapp was devoted to him. She em- 
ployed a lawyer and stated she was 
willing to spend all her inheritance 
of $30,000 to prove her hushand’s 
innocence. 

Still. faithful following his convic- 
tion and sentence, the young wife 
went to San Francisco to be near her 
husband on his way to San Quentin. 
After his escape from the deputy 
sheriff, Knapp telephoned to his wife 
at the Argonaut, where he had asked 
her to stop. He gleefully told her 
he had escaped. Mrs. Knapp urged 
him to surrender himself, and when 
he laughed and declared he never 
would, she became indignant and seid 
she would never live with him again. 
Knapp pleaded for funds, but Mre. 
Knapp left the telephone, and has not 
seen or heard from him since. 

The eting in the whole affair ts 
that Knapp failed to show the manly 
qualities his wife says she believed 
he possessed when she married him 
against her father’s objections. She 
declared if he had proven himself 
& man by serving his sentence she 
would have been faithful to him, but 
his escape, whereby he betrayed the 
confidence of a deputy sheriff, shat- 
tered the romance. 

“I am done with him for all time,” 
she states. Attorney Bull will con- 
duct the divorce proceedings. 


Six thousand circulars were led 
yesterday by the Sheriff offering A re- 
ward for the arrest of Knapp. The 


circulars will go to all police centers 
in the country and some will be sent 
to Mexico and Canada. 

Knapp is described as 6 feet 56 
inches tall, weight 140 pounds, gray 
eyes, chestnut hair, good teeth, 35 
years old. Identification marks are a 
lump on the right side of his nose, a 
wen above the right eye and tattoo 
marks on his arms. He is an elec- 
trical engineer and speaks Spanish

A woman, three children and an 
automobile play parts in a mystery 
which the Juvenile Court is endeavor- 
ing to solve.

IN THE INFERIOR COURTS. 


Police Judge Interprets Traffic Or- 
dinance in Releasing Alleged Of- 
fender—Maim Thoroughfares. 
Traffic going north or south on 
streets that parallel those in the 
business section that have heen desig- 
nated by ordinance as main thorough- 
fares has the right of way, by civil 
procedure, over vehicles traveling east 
or west on intersecting streets, ac- 
cording to a decision rendered yester- 
day by Police Judge Rose, when he 
discharged L. Haight from custody. 
Haight was arraigned on a complaint 
charging him with reckless driving, 
sworn to by Motorcycle Patrolman 
Gardner. 

Haight was driving an auto’ south 
on Grand avenue, and almost collided 
with another car going west on Pico 
street. It was the contention of the 
prosecution that Pico is the «main 
thoroughfare, and that Haight dis- 
played a reckless spirit in not giving 
the right of way to the westbound 
machine. 

The court held in substance that 
Grand avenue is by general law, in 
the absence of specific legisiation, a 
main thoroughfare, and that instead 
of Haight giving way to the auto on 
Pico street the latter should have per- 
mitted him to cross the intersection 
ret 


The court held further that Wil- 
shire boulevard and Suneet boulevard, 
which do not run north and south, are 
main thoroughfares, and vehicles on 
them have the right of way, because 
the intersecting streets are in propor- 
tion little traveled. 


To Answer for Forgery.

AND GREEN. 

Conditions in the contest for Irish 
home rule have changed completely since 
the upper chamber in Westminster was 
shorn of its veto power. Now it is no longer 
a conflict between Celt and Briton, but be 
tween Celt and Gael. The storm center has 
been shifted from London to Belfast. 

Mr. Wifliam Redmond, at present the 
guest of this nation, sees the future of Ire 
land through rosy spectacles, and we al! 
hope the spectacles see true.. But, side by 
side with his optimistic utterances, are re 
ports from Ulster showing something more 
serious than a threat of armed rebdellion 
We must remember that Ulster, though 
small in area, is the richest province in Ire- 
land. And commercially 
sive. 

‘The people of Ulster are more ‘Scottish 
than Irish, and the Scots, as shown by his 
tory, are pugnacious and tenacious of what 
they believe to be their rights. The blood 
of the old Covenanters is as full of fighting 
corpuscles as that of the famous warriors, 
patriots and martyrs with which the name 
of Catholic Erin will always be associated. 
A Parliament in Dublin will have as thorny 
a task in holding down Ulster as England 
bas had in coercing the Irish Nationalists. 

But it will be a strange reversal of for- 
mer conditions when the so-called rebels 
of Galway and Donegal become the loyalists 
and the so-called loyalists »of Ulster the 
rebels; when the Green and not the Orange 
will be calling on the imperial forces for 
protection. 

The most regrettable and, in the light of 
twentieth-century liberalism, the most fool- 
ish feature in Uister’s attitude is the at- 
tempt to infuse religious bigotry into the 
fight. This is to be strongly deprecated 
when all churches and creeds are working 
for greater harmony for placing the cause 

Christianity above all arbitrary divisions 
of creed and dogma. Yet there can be no 
doubt that the old quarrel between Catho 
lics and Protestants is far from being set- 
tled among the tempestuons inhabitants of 
the green isle. Ministers of the Presbyte- 
rian, the Episcopal and Methodist churches 
in Ulster from the pulpit have been preach- 
ing armed resistance to a Dublin Parilia- 
ment. The -“rebellion of 1912” has been 
solemnly dedicated from the steps of a 
Protestant cathedral. 

This of course may only be a political 
move on the part of the Orangemen to 
stave off home rule till the present Liberal 
government in London can be driven out 
of office. A coalition, such as Yhe one at 
present directing the affairs of the British 
empire, always rests on a wobbly founda- 
tion. Recent by-elections held in England, 
especially the one in Manchester, a strong- 
hold of Liberalism, show that the temper 
of the electorate is changing. With home 
rule once established it would be worse 
than useless for Ulster to defy the power 
of the imperial government, where, for all 
one can tell, John Redmond himself might 
be the Prime Minister. With a home-rule 
bill still awaiting the King’s signature, U!- 
ster has yet a chance to drive the present 
ministry into making another appea! to the 
country. 

At present home rule is by no means a 
foregone conclusion. Ireland is unfortu- 
nate tn ber friends. Lioyd George is ac- 
tually a worse stumbling block to the suc- 
cess of the Nationalists than the old House 
of Lords that he has tied up so effectually. 
The English and Scotch voters who are 
willing to do justice to Ireland are strongly 
unwilling to do an injustice to themselves. 
And the mass of the Britis: people consider 
Lioyd George's insurance and mining wages 
bills as oppressive pieces of socialistic leg- 
islation. 

A direct appeal to the British voters on 
the home-rule issue alone would probably 
result in a triumph for the Irish cause. 
But an appeal that involved the continuance 
of the present government in office, after 
the unpopular measures it has enacted, 
would probably result in a return to power 
of the Conservative party which still op- 
poses home.rule for Ireland. Perhaps U1- 
ster is playing a better hand than appears 
on the surface. 


TDROGRESSIVE PRESBYTERIANS.” 

The progressive Presbyterians of 
Utah may, it is suggested, proceed to or- 
ganize a local synod independent of the 
national synod of that sect, and differing 
from it on certain doctrinal points. The 
Utah creed will not antagonize the national 
creed, as far as it goes, but it does not go 
far enough to meet the advanced views of 
the Utahns on the quantity of domestic 
felicity that should be rightly conceded to 
the individual. 

The Utah Presbyterians have “pro. 
greseed.” They find in the Koran doctrines 
that can be added to the Bible that will 
make a religion suited to the needs of Utah. 
They indorse the Ten Commandments and 
do not reject the Sermon on the Mount. 
They accept the teachings of both Moses 
and the Savior, but they claim that Moses 
indorsed polygamy, and that nowhere in 
the New Testament is it condemned. They 
assert that Mahomet was the Roosevelt of 
his era, and that Christianity is incomplete 
| without his preaching and practice of plu- 
rality of wives. 

The Presbyterian general synod, it will 
be said, by fraud, by packed delegations 
and with the adroitness and lack of prin- 
ciple of a pickpocket bishop, succeeded in 
adopting a resolution condemning polyga- 
my. Therefore, the progressive Presbyte- 
rians of Utah have cut loose from a tyran- 
nical church whose rules would promote 
race suicide and crush the noblest and pur- 
est instincts of masculine human nature. 

The Utah Presbyterians will not sever 
their relation with the national Presbyte- 
rians so far as receiving financial aid from 
them is concerned, and they will co-operate 
with them so far as they unconscientiously 
can. But they will act separately from them 
on the vital question of adorning the home 
with many, many spouses, and the watch- 
word of the Presbyterian progressives of 
Utah will henceforth be, “Allah Mahomet 
is great and Roosevelt is his profit.”

It will be sufficient to 
supply the public, railway light and power 
utilities in those cities and in many smal! 
towns. There are in operation in this sec: | 
tion at the present time 148 miles of power | 
transmission lines;- 272 miles additional | 
will be immediately constructed. The Ten- 
nessee Railway, Light and Power Company, | 
which is constructing the power plants and 
transmission lines, has a capital stock of 
$20,000,009 common and $57,000,000 of 6 
per cent. preferred, and it bas an authorized 
issue of $60,000,000 5 per cent. bonds.

“How much the fool who's been to Rome 
Exceeds the fool who stayed at home.” 
‘Journeying Around the World,” by Syd- 
ney Ford (Henriefta-%=freeman) may not 
be included in any of these categories. Like 
Mark Twain's “Innocents Abroad, or Bob 
Burdette’s record of his travelc, it ig orig- 
inal and instructive. It is a booklet of 172 
pages printed by the Grafton Publishing 
Company, of Los Angeles, and no reader 
who has an hour or -two of 'elsure will ever 
lay it down,until he has finished {ts perusal. 
The gifted duthoress begins her narrative 
with a chapter on ‘Travelers and Traveling 
Tags” and gives a lot of information to 
ladies contemplating a “globe trot” as to 
what. they should carry with them in the 
way of baggage. and even more valuable 
information as to what they would do well 
to leave behind. This chapter is exceed- 
ingly readable to mere men whose knowl- 
edge of ‘‘sweaters” and “voile gowns” and 
“trotteur skirts” and “po 
tung” and “bdrilliantine” is limited. Its pe 
rusal. may have one bad effect. It may 
cause young men contemplating matrimony 
to say to themselves——‘‘don't.” 
The writer discourages travelers from re- 
lying upon specifica against sca-sickness-~ 
indeed there is but one sure preventive 
‘against sea-sickness which is to “stick close 
to the shore and never go to sea.” . 
’ A member of The Times staff who lived 
for some years in Honolulu says that the 
author’s description of Honolulu and the 
life there is the most accurate and at the 
same time most poetical and beautiful ac- 
count of the paradise of the Pacific that he 
has ever read. But, he adds, if the lady 
had proposed to make her home there and 
engage in some useful vocation that would 
have come in competition with an old rest- 
dent, then, instead of being a “kamaina” 
‘welcomed with flowers and music and 
sweet and gracious greetings, she would 
have ranked as a “malahina” and would 
have known what the cold shoulder meant.

The Lion of Lucerne. 


While you are in Lucerne, let us go out 
and contemplate the Lion.. Not a tourist 
glance of it, with thrills following the di- 
rections of the guide book which tells you | 
what someone else has thought of it. Take 
your Baedeker with you, of sourse, so that 
you will be able to distinguish the Lion 
from the landscape. And then we will sit 
down, and not say a word to each other 
for a long time, and think we\ are thinking. 
We will not look once at the other people 
with Baedekers, but just gaze“upon the 
Lion, and recall the story, and enter into 
his feelings. 


The Lion Tamer. 
And don't forget to put yourself also in 
the place of the hunter who drove that ter- 
rible spear into his panting side. There 
were two parties engaged in that struggle 
to the death on the tenth of August, 1792. 
George Washington was President of our 
own little republic then, and we were in- 
tensely interested in the awful birth throes 
of the new republic over the sea, for which 
in a large measure our example was re 
sponsible. We also had trouble with a 
lion in the livery of a King. We had got 
rid of our lion, not by thrusting a spear intu 
his heart, but by twisting his tall into such 
a convolution of Gordian knots that it has 
never come straight unto this day. If you 
will notice in the pictures where he stands 
with his paw on the shield, his tall ts 
curled up over his back in a warp that 
will never soak out. Well, we did that-— 
did it with our little ratchet, by George’ 
You don’t have to kill a lion to get rid of 
him. 
“Men Who Knew How to Die.” 
On that fateful tenth of August, in an- 
swer to Barbaroux’s !mpassioned appeal, 
there had marched into Paris from Mar 
seilles seven hundred “men who knew how 
to die.” These swarthy-faced Marseiliaise 
and their comrades of Paris were assaulting 
the palace of the Tuileries. The King’s 
guard of Swiss mercenaries were defend- 
ing the empty shell, whence the weak mon- 
arch had fled, and in his place of tempo 
rary safety abandoned his loyal guard to 
its pitiful fate. They were heroes without 
a cause; soldiers without a colonel. Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, a young lieutenant of 
artillery, was in the crowd as a spectator 
that day. He watched the furious assault 
and the determined defense until] it reached 
the crisis of the fight. Then, with that 
prescience of battle and [ts chances inborn 
with him, he said; 
“If the Swiss had a leader, they would 
win.” 
But the poor thing of a King for which 
they fought was not a leader. When it 
was all too late, when the blood on the 
pavements had inflamed the fighting pas- 
sions of the Frenchmen to the point of 
massacre, the King sent a command to the 
guard to cease firing. The mob broke in 
on their unresisting defense, and in the 
palace and as they scattered, flying for 
places of safety, hewed them down—twen- 
ty-six officers and 760 soldiers. 
Hired men. Mercenary soldiers. Free 
born and free Swiss in French livery. A 
lion tn a scarlet jacket. It doesn't look 
well on a lién, does it? That sort of unt- 
form in America at least usually goes on 
the monkey with the hand organ. 
To commemorate their heroism this col- 
ossql statue was designed by the grest 
Danish sculptor, Thorwaldsen, and the ac- 
tual work was wrought by a Swiss artist 
of Constance, Aborn. 


To Fidelity and Valor. 
It is chiseled in the solid sandstone, the 
face of the hill. cut flat to receive it. The 
figure of the lion is twenty-six feet long. 
He lies on his side with his kingly head. 
resting on the Bourbon shield, on which he 
holds his nerveless paw with claws out- 
spread over the lilios, defending his charge 
in the very throes of death. On that face. 
of stone the sculptor has graven a look of 
agony and courage that would make you un- 
cover your head, even though you did not 
know the story of the eloquent symbol. 
His side is pierced with a spear. the broken 
shaft projecting from the death wound. 
The fight is ended. The powerful mivscies 
are relaxed. The mist of death is veiling 
the fiery eyes that gleamed with the light 
of valor and dutr. Only>-death remains— 
death, and the deathless honor which such 
a death confers upon the hero. 
“Helvetiorum fidei ac virtuti.” So reads 
the inscription in the rock, honoring the 
fidelity and valor of the Helvetians.

Loss from Pillage Reaches 
Many Millions. 


“Undesirable Aliens’ Are a 
Serious Problem. 


[Special Correspondence of the Times.) aliens.” 


DOUGLAS (Ariz.) Sept 23.—The 
war cloud appears to be drifting 
away from the border, though not 
till after the bandits have done mil- 
lions of dollars’ damage, beside set- 
ting back for at least five years the 
mineral development of Northern 
Sonora. Almost every district west 
of the Sonora Railroad has suffered 
and the tales of pillage and suffering 
have been too many to have had 
much more than general notice. Only 
two camps have escaped sacking, 
namely, Cananea and Nacozari, the 
largest in the State, with great mines 
and reduction works operated by 
American capital. But only now is 
communication by rail being re- 
sumed with these mining centers, 
which for several weeks have been 
depending wholly upon their own re- 
sources. 

According to arrivals by automo- 
bile from Cananea, the worst depriva- 
tion experienced lay in the absence of

O'Reilly and two 
Others were found afoot near the 
Siaughter ranch, where they were ar- 
rested by a deputy United States 
marshal and then brought to Doug- 
las, here to be charged with a viola- 
tion of the neutrality laws. 

JAIL, DELIVERY. 

Two Mexicans, Theodore Rodriguez 
and Ramon Vasquez, arrested a 
month ago for neutrality law viola- 
tions, sawed their way out of the 
Douglas Jail Friday night and es- 
caped across the border... From let- 
ters taken from them, it was learned 
that they were arch-conspirators 
against the Madero regime. 

NEGROES AT BORDER. 

Locally it is regretted that the War 
Department saw fit to send negro 
soldiers to the border. The main 
trouble is not so much with the 
soldiers, who are generally well-be- 
haved, but with the impossibility. of 
suppressing the racial prejudice which 
exists along the border,» especially 
_ among the southern element. There 
are few drinking saloons were negroes 
are accepted as customers, and much 
of the disorder has sprung up around} 
this one cause. Even in the lowest‘ 
quarters the negroes have been made 
unwelcome, and the resentment of 
drunken troopers over their  treat- 
ment has caused a number of dis- 
turbances here and in Bisbee that 
have narrowly escaped very serious 
consequences. In one affilair in the 
disorderly district of Douglas several 
officers were made to retire before 
the leveled weapons of the black 
soldiers. At Bisbee four negro 
cavalrymen were maltreated by a 
large crowd of whites, which had er- 
roneously assumed them to have been 
mixed up in a row between a white 
man and a negro bootblack. As a 
result, twenty cavalrymen started to 
raid Brewery Gulch. But their cam- 
paign had a speedy ending, for they 
were herded to police headquarters 
by a single policeman, who held them 
till they could be sent by street car 
to their camp at Warren. The cavalry 
officers have been requested to dis- 
arm all soldiers allowed to go on 
leave from the camps. Peace officers 
are doing this also, returning the 
pistols to the camps. 

CASE IS INVOLVED. 

Private Brown of Troop G, Fourth 
Cavalry, a .white regiment, has been 
arrested in Naco, Son., charged 
with seriously wounding a policeman, 
*Aureliano Valle, at a dance south of 
the line, patronized by a large num- 
ber of American soldiers. It is pos- 
sible that Brown did not fire the 
shot, as a number of pistols were 
discharged when the soldiers refused 
to acknowledge the authority of the 
Mexican officers to close the hall. 

ALLEGED SPY KILLED. 

An unharmed Mexican was killed 
yesterday at Agua Prieta, across the 
line from Douglas, by Mexican of- 
ficers, who claim that he was an in- 
eurrecto spy who had been under 
observation for some time past. The 
man had hired an automobile to take 
him to Agua Prieta. Arrived there, 
the machine was stopped by an of- 
ficer, whereupon the passenger jumped 
@ut and ran back toward the line.

VICTORIA GOLF 
CLUB AROUSED. 
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“Gentleman's Agreement” Is 
Urged in Defense. 


Charge of Selling Liquor to 
Be Fought to Finish. 


Half Million Filed by Temes- 
cal Company. 


RIVERSIDE, Sept. 25.—The of- 
ficers and members of the Victoria 
Golf Club are feeling keenly the ac- 
tion that resulted in the arrest of 
their Chinese steward and the con- 
fiscating of a quantity of liquors from 
the club's buffet and ice box on the 
grounds that the city liquor ordinance 
was being violated. 

The steward, who is out on $200 
bail, was to have been tried this 
morning, but, resenting what they as- 
sert is an unfair move that places 
them in an unjust light before the 
eommunity, the members are prepar- 
ing to fight the case, and on their 
request a continuance was secured un- 
til tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
The club has retained Attorney H. L. 
Carnahan, and it is expected that a 
jury trial will be demanded. 

A woman detective, Mrs. R. H. Me- 
Daniels, was instrumental in secur- 
ing the evidence on which the arrest 
was made. She registered at the 
Glenwood Mission Inn from Los An- 
geles, and was extended the same 
courtesies that all guests of the inn 
receive from the Victoria Club. She 
paid 50 cents for the transient mem- 
bership card, which the hotel pro- 
vides, and which entitles the guests 
to all the privileges of the club for 
one day. 

The first day she visited the club 
her card was honored for a bottle 
of beer with her luncheon. The sec- 
ond day she set up the claim that 
she had left her card in her coat, 
and the accommodating steward again 
served her with liquor. The third 
visit was made in company with Of- 
ficer Hostetter, and again the missing 
card did not interfere with the liquor 
order. 

The members assert that with an 
understanding with former Mayor §&. 
Evans, a sort of “gentleman's 
agreement,” they were allowed to fur- 
nish liquid refreshments to mem- 
bers and tourists having transient 
cards, and no attempt was made to 
violate the liquor ordinance. They 
now argue that an unfair advantage

BELOW ZERO. 


BY NEETA MARQUIS, 


The only time I ever met a case 
of the blues in the office of the Asso- 
ciated Charities was last Friday aft- 
ernoon, when the decision had been 
reached to reduce the working force 
from four persons to three on the 
following day, and a fat stack of un- 
paid September bills lay significantly 
on the secretary's desk. 

The gloom surrounding the genial 
and Santa Claus-like secretary was 
so dense it fogxed my glasses when 
I approached him. 

Ordinarily the esky perfectly 
clear down there. I have never been 
anywhere, in a business place or even 
a home, where greater harmony pre- 
vaile among the workers. And it 
isn’t the courtesy of cold and formal 
relationship, either. It is the warm, 
cordial, familiar kindness you find in 
a family where all the members trust 
and consider one another, and are 
interested in bringing about the best 
results by united, earnest efforts. 

It has been a beautiful thing for 
me to discover such a group of social 
workers at the service of the public. 

The argument has been advanced, 
in discussing the value of the Asso- 
ciated Charities, that its usefulness 
would be extended and its funda- 
mental purposes better served if the 
name were changed to “Bureau ‘of 
Public Service,” or “Bureau of Socia! 


Service”—anything which would 
eliminate the objectionable word 
“charity.” It is claimed that many 


worthy cases are hindered from ap- 
plying to the association because the 
persons are too refined and sensitive 
and generally high-strung to recon- 
clile themselves to the idea (not the 
fact) of public charity. 

This criticism—not offered in an 
| unkind spirit, but rather as a sugges- 
tion—comes from some charitable in- 


thropic institutions, to whom persons 
apply for help who are properly sub- 


jects for the Associated Charities, 
but who refuse, point blank, to go 
there. “ 


Of course, there is a certain truth 
in this, The Associated Charities 
officers themselves freely admit it. 

And yet, there is another side to 
the matter, which they presented to 
me when I brought the. question up 

The very name, “Associated Chari- 
ties,” is a protection to the Institu- 
tion from impostors. The people 
who are out for a living at anybody's 
expense except their own, know that 
it is comparatively easy to deceive 
and victimize a private party or semi- 
private organization, while an insti- 
tution with the nation-wide ramifira- 
tions of the Associated Charities 
presents a much bigger problem. 
With the last, they know that their 
records will not only be searched 
here, with painstaking care, by 
trained workers, but, by means of 
the national interchange of informa- 
tion, in other cities also, and be 
brought inevitably into the strong 
clear light of inspection. 


Long years of experience have 
proved to the Associated Charities 
workers that the smaliest possible 


proportion of truly deserving cases are 
deterred from coming on account of 
sensitivenecss about the name. Real 
need is willing to go where it is as- 
sured of the most practical help. 
While men and women who have con- 
ditions and facts in their lives to 
conceal for the furtherance of their 
own plans, those who cannot bear the 
light of truth because of dishonest 
motives, studiously avoid the associa- 
tion, with its clear-sighted methods 
and far-reaching influences. 

For this reason, if for no other, 
there ought to be the warmest co-op- 
eration between all local benevolences 
and the Associated Charities, as & 
means of segregating the unworthy 
from the worthy applicants. 

The true comfort to the person of 
delicacy and reffnement of feeling 
suddenly overtaken by misfortune is 
that there are at the head of the As- 
sociated Charities men and women of 
equal refinement, a'nd of honest, 
warm-hearted friendliness, who are 
not merely willing but anxious to serve 
them in the best possible way. 

A charity which is under the control 
of politics cannot, in its very nature, 
render this sort of service. It is af- 
fected by the fluctuations of prefer- 
ment regardiess of personality or fit- 
ness, if not by the actual corruption 
conceded to be almost § inseparable 
from politics. 

The men and women of Los Ange- 
les are called to rouse themselves to 
a realization of what they will lose 
if they let the Associated Charities 
go out of existénce. Remember, this 
city is giving far, less financial sup- 
port to this benevolence—this civic ne- 
cessity—-than any other large city on 
the Pacific Coast gives to its Associ- 
ated Charities. That is a fact to 
make us squirm considerably. 

Now ia the time to pledge support, 
and to produce the money. That cor- 
pulent stack of unpaid September 
bills, and the ominous reduction of 
the working force, portend troubles 
which only prompt action on the part 
of the good citizen and the humani- 
tarian can obviate. 

A dollar a year, if you can’t make 
it more, will do more good than you 
can realize. It will show, moreover, 


that your moral support is with the 
work, and that helps immensely.
